The rejection grounds 
for claims 16-20 are maintained. Regarding claim 16, Fig 2 of Weiler shows substantially the entire claimed structure except a TIN barrier 
layer. As stated in the previous Office action, Camilletti explicitly discloses that TiW or TIN can be used for a diffusion barrier layer (col. 8, 
lines 37-44). Therefore, mere substitution of Weiler*s TiW barrier layer with TIN would not destroy the intent, purpose or function as 
Applicant contents. Also note that TIN is commonly used for a diffusion barrier layer between metal layers.
